THAI LUNACY COMMISSIONERS 


FIND THE DEFENDANT SANE. 


Member* in Session Till Early This Morning and Then 


Went Into Conference With Justice Fitzgerald. 


RECESS TAKEN TILL 2 O'CLOCK. 


Phy»iclans and Legal Members Final- 


ly Reach An Agreement »nd Make 
Report to Court—Trial Must Now 


• Be Resumed Where it Waa Dropped.

NEW YORK, Apr. 4.—The Thaw 


Lunacy Commission this afternoon fil- 
ed Us report, finding Hurry K. Thaw 
mano. Tho trial must now be resumed 
where It was left off when District 
Attorney Jorome made his demand for 
the Commission. 


The trial will now likely lie ended 


this week. 


Excitement prevailed about the court 


house this morning \vhon it became 
known that the Lainacy Commission 
was closeted with Justice Flt/.gorahl 
since 10 o'clock and that the Commis- 
sion had been in session until 1 o'clock 
this morning. 
This led to u report 


that the members of the Board tmd 
been unable to reach a decision. Hope 
was written on the faces of Mrs. Wil- 
liam Thaw. Mrs. Evelyn Thaw and the 
Countess of Yarmouth, when they ar- 
rived in the court room. 
Thaw's law- 


yers were also early arrivals excepting 
Judge Delmas. As the moments drag- 
ged along with no word from the Com- 
missioners they showed nervousness. 


Thaw in an anteroom was visibly 


worried not knowing the reason for 
the long delay. The Thaw jury cams 
into court at 11.30 and was immedi- 
atlely excused until 2 o'clock this af- 
ternoon ow-ing to the iact that the 
Commission had not yet completed Us 
report. 
Justice Fitzgerald at once 


returned.,to Jiis nriyatu chambers for 
consultation with the Lunacy Commis- 
sion, , 


It is understood that the Commis- 


sion 1s divided In its opinion as to 
the sanity of Thaw. Dr. Putael. It was 
reported, has failed to agree with the 
legal members in considering Thaw'i 
case.

mines have b«en projected and carried 
out. 
In this line, like In every other 


In the mixing and coking of coal, tho 
T$~.,C. Frlck Coke Company has taken 
the Initiative nnd so well have tho 
'Idea* been carried out that independ- 
ent operators have aulckly adopted 
them. 
There was a time when the 


killing of two or three animals in a 
mine' a 'day' wa^' just an "Item." Now 
It is different, and is looked upon with 
eoncideralile disfavor. Home -flesh. now 
i* more valuable .than It has ever been 


•-In-^the hfttory o£ mining. 


But this la not tho real reason for 


the splenilld care that Is taken ot the 
mlne'horre or rtule. Years of mining, 


, or rather a' practical education In 'the 


conduct of mines, has brought the 
ctfnnge, and with it there Is not a lit- 
tle of tha humanitarian Jflea mixed. 
"When thij killing ot so, many "horses 
and maiming of thousands every year 


, -was brought home with tolling force 
• to the officials of the company they 


began looking about for better meth- 
ods and A better way of keeping the 
horses and mules living for a few years 
longer. The cost was cot figured upon. 


In the coke making rush and the 


effort to protect the lives ot the work- 
men, eve"y possible effort was extend- 
ed. but to the care of horses thei-e was 
given no thought. Then began 'a. new 
form of procedure. 
The horses were 


quartern1. In the mines for years in 
»b»ndone d rooms used for ' stables. 
They wi-re looked upon by Superin- 
tendents, drivers and others -as ,very 
good and warm quarters. 
Their feed 


wan scattered upon the floor, and the 
animals licked .it up. No straw waa 
found beneath them during: the nights, 
and after a hard day's work they.fotfnd 
little comfort In their lodgings. The 
result irus that many of them became 
weak, wure easily caught by trips and. 
killed or sickened and died. 
. 
' 


Now the horsca and mules that work 


in the mines hSvS^jtfilb-Jes-'that compare 
•wj.th those of '"the1 'fancy BtepperB . on- 
the city streets. -They 'havs- stalls of 
their own, lighted -by electricity. There 
is plenty of feed -served to them- In 
the regulation feed boxi. and plenty 
of hay for,-them'toirest.on. They .are 
given thuir daily washing and currying, 
•things iiover thought of. five .years 
ago. 
Tl'e mine hors.oji.id. mule now 
has 'as rnuch grooming as the finely 
bred animal that Is usca "only" for ex- 
hibition purposes. Stable bosses and 
drivers lake as much intetest In tho 
animals as the jockey tnat drives tha 
piirse w inner. 


One of the most Important and far 


reaching features of the treatment of 
mine animals the present day is the 
waterln/" ot them. 
Time was -when a 


horse or mule had to practically for- 
age for :i drink. Under the new meth- 
od of treating stock, a horse finds on 
every liindlng; H pool of fresh, pure 
•water to quench his thirst. One of the 
strictest orders that the officials have 
to carry out Is in regard to supplying 
good, frosh water dally for the horses 
and mules. A wagon brings the dally 
supply tor thr.ie and it It, placed In 
all the troughs on every landing In 
tho mine, and the stock can btop nt 
these troughs just the same as it would 
b'op alnng a country load to get a 
cfrlnk. .They are never nrnpty.and tho 
supply must be fresh every day. 


The lirst stgn of sickness in an an- 


imal mnans thut ho will be lifted to 
earth and given trentmem nnd then 
allowed to roam iibout the fields until 
he becomes again in good condition to 
enter the mines. 
Tboro Is, however, 


a sort Df a hmipltal to which horses 
are 'sent In the mines for ordinary 
treatment for slight injuries. When a 
horse has a contagious disease lie la 
quickly taken from tho pit and not 
allowed to associate with other ani- 
mals. 
The bost of caro la taken of i 


the anlTial until he is well. 
Many of] 


the hones earn a whole summer's rest 
and hove the delights of a grassy 
meadov.* for the. larger part of tho 
year, 


To the officials of tho company ba- 


Ions th9 credit for organizing the sys- 
tum of taking caro of tho stocli, but to 
tho employes Is, due the credit of car- 
rying out the idens. There are drivers 
in the mines who think as much of 
tbelr horses ns they do of any member 
of their family. They watch over tho 
animal and keep it In such a condi- 
tion th it' It never wants anything and 
Is nlwuys ready to perform its day's 
work with the greatest alacrity. Tho 
official! of the company early saw that 
it was necessary to get the men who 
drove i he animals to take an Interest 
in their worlt nnd also the care of 
them. 
In order to do this they first 


provldod the means anrt then offered 
prizes for tljp* work. 
Tho result was 


that In many places' -where horses 
were killed dally tho accident list was 
reduce I over one-half and the stock 
was botter cared for, looked bettor 
and performed a better day's work. A 
good driver In a mine Is a jewel and 
every Superintendent then set about 
to keen up the good record by keeping 
up th*1 men's Interest In their work. 
Toe r< suit is that drivers very seldom 


leave their faithful old! horses and 
when 
they ara deprived of them 


through natural or accidental means 
they feel as badly as if they lost a near 
relative.
